The whole plan of the purchase of 
the paper was carried out through a 
system of “dummies” and “ go- 
betweens,” Mr. Harper added. The 
chief sources of Dr. Rumely’s funds 
in buying and running the Mail, ac- 
cording to the prosecutor, were Dr. 
Bernhard Dernberg and Dr. ‘Heinrich 
F. Albert. Count von Bernstoff, the 
German ambassador, sent $50,000 to 
Rumely through S. Walker Kauffman, 
a lowyer and co-defendant in the case, , 
Mr. Harper asserted.

grounds, there were gloomy (though 
tasteful) curtains draping the stage— 
Russians dancing inashroud. The inci- 
dents of the program, however, were of 
a kind that did not insist upon color; 
and I have heard {ft said, though fool- 
ishly, I think, that the whole reper- 
toire of the Russians would be better 
done were it done with Settings as 
empty and dignified as a musical stave. 


At any rate, the barren environment 
interfered not at all with Mme. Fo- 
kina’s graphic representation of Saint- 
Saéns’ “ The Swan.”' Here was some- 
thing more eloquent than words to 
music. Fokina, though rather a state- 
ly beauty, is a wonderfully plastic one, 
and she owns a great pantominist’s 
power of facial expression. The deli- 
cacy and airiness of Paviowa’s dancing 
is not hers; she does not make you, as 
Paviowa does, oblivious to technique. 
The swan died last evening with al- 
most a photographic dissolution, with 
flutters, beating wings, and inaudible 
gasps. A béautiful imitation of a dying 
swan rather than an impression, as 
Paviowa’s is.

FALL FARROWED PIGS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Fall farrowed pigs will be fed liber- 
ally until spring. Since the price of 
corn has shrunk feeders will push 
the early pigs for next summer's mar- 
ket, figuring that to market their corn 
in pork will be the most profitable way 
to handle this season’s crop. 


Pigs farrowed in late summer and 
early fall should not be turned out to 
root for themselves, as are the spring 
litters. They need extra care when 
taken from the sow. The need good, 
clean, dry, well ventilated sleeping 


A pig fed for growth from now until 
next March will have a good heavy 
frame, capable of taking on fat read- 
ily. They make quick gains during 
the last sixty days, the usual fatten- 
ing period, if kept growing constantly 
in the winter.
